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Improvements At The 

Sugar Factory 


Following the completion of 
the improvements at the Sugar 
Factory, especially in the boiler 
house, we hied ourselves thit¬ 
her on Tuesday and spent a 
Very profitable and interesting 
hour or so, with Mr. J. Simp¬ 
son head engineer of the plant, 
who went over the alterations 
and improvements and explained 
their expectations in th* mat- 
ten of economy and efficiency. 

All the brick work around the 
boilers was torn out this sum¬ 
mer, and rebuilt to accommod¬ 
ate new ideas in stoking, draft 
and h%at production. Recording 
draft gauges on each boiler meas¬ 
ure the draft from various 
points of the boiler, and record 
it where the attendant can s:e, 
and he knows exactly where the 
trouble is and can remedy it. 
The entire front is covered in 
with fcteel, and an air duct 
with damper connects to each 
boiler from fans, so that the 
fires can be forced right under 
the grates, and the air controll¬ 
ed with the damper to keep the 
flame just right t (> produce the 
heat The grates can be regulat 
ed to travel from 9 inches a 
minute up, and varying qualities 
of coal can be regulated in this 
manner. They expect t > save 30 
tons of coal per day by this 
piesent installation, besides prov 
iding steady and uninterrupted 
power and steam 

The trash house has been re¬ 
built, and a new unit installed 
here which is expected to trap 
a great deal.of the dirt trash 
r.nd bones, rocks, etc which havf 
heretofore gone into the washer 
some over the picking table an a 
into the knives. A wheel is built 
In sections, turned by hand, and 
while one section is loading, an¬ 
other section is unloading, and 
the work goes merrily on. 

Out at the mouth of cue 
sewer another installation has 
i > 2 en made which will reduce 
the waste of water, and more 
than ever before will Ro back to 
wash the beets, but it will b 
clean and free from leaves, 
tailings and trash which h; j s 
heretofore caused trouble in the 
flumes. 

For the past two season mot¬ 
ors halve been installed on var o 
us units to make them indivm 
ually driven and operated, so 
that when one needs attention 
it does not require the stop¬ 
ping of the whole show to 1i v - 
it. Motor after motor, with v 
belts are not feasible, chain 
drives are used, so that ore un¬ 
it can be overhauled and r.dius 
ed while the rest of the mil) 
runs on. It removes n great leal 
of line shafting, of expensive 
belting, makes it safer to ha *e 
the belts out of the way, and 
incrases the efficiency of the 
entire plant. 

It is interesting to s~e the 
gradual improvement and :lur 
g e from the mill «« it was in¬ 
stalled in 1925 to what it is to 
day, and likely seven or eight 
years from now will see other 
improvements and drastic chan¬ 
ges.

Milk Plant Visited 


By permission of the manag¬ 
ement of the Union Milk Co., 
Calgary we were taken through 
their plant recently, which is 
one of the best equipped that 
can be found anywhere. 

This Co. acts as distributors 
for many smaller producers ar¬ 
ound Calgary of fresh milk and 
cream, apd they also churn sur- 
lus supplies into butter which 
i 8 sold everywhere throughout 
Canada and the world. 

We were specially interested 
in thc> system used for receiving 
and bottling the milk. The cans 
are weighed and dumped and 
t.henput through a washer wh re 
boiling water and steam is used 
to wash and sterilize them, and 
lid is put on automatically, rml 
deivered to the owner without 
being touched, by hand 

The milk bottles are brought 
in by th«f delivery men, put into 
the washer, spend twenty min¬ 
utes on the trip, and arc not 
touched by human hand again 
until they are put into the car¬ 
rier for distribution. They are 
washed steamed and dried aut¬ 
omatically with the latest equip 
ment for this kind of work. 

We watched butter testing, 
egg testing, cream testing, etc, 
all in process and could write 
much on each one, but in the 
Ice cream department our inter 
est was extremely keen in the 
manufacture of frozen Shir Ib¬ 
ices and like clvergrown kids 
when we sampled one we four 1 
it thq best we ever tasted. Prob 
ably because it was eo fresh, or 
frozen so hard or something, 
but it had a flavor all its own. 
This entire plant is a model of 
cleanliness and up-to-date meth 
ods.
